3. In determining the ratio, all respondents were asked to include 
only that portion of a counselor’s time devoted to individual 
and group counseling (time assigned to student activities, 
registration, placement, health services, evening counseling, 
administration, etc. , was excluded). So that all colleges were 
using the same criteria, each college was asked to use the 
number of day-graded students as reported to the State in 
October, 1967 (Form R-30A, p. 2, total n day classes 11 enrollment) 
and divide this number by the number of full-time equivalent day 
counselors to determine the ratio of counselors to counselees. 

4. Following are the results of supplementary information requested 
in the study. Forty colleges (49%) use some instructors and 
thirty colleges ( 37 %) use division chairmen in program planning. 

As Dr. Jane Matson indicated last year, there is a trend toward 

the use of full-time counselors in California public junior colleges. 
The respondents indicated the following preferences or trends in 
their colleges: 41% - full-time counselors; 20%» - 4/5 time 

counselors; 11 % - 1/2 time counselors; 6 % - less than 1/2 time 
counselors; 12 % - more use of instructors; and 10 % - various 
combinations of the above.

1* Attached is a copy of the findings of the fourth annual study of the 
counselor-counseled ratio among the 85 California public community 
colleges. The atudy is based on fall semester records (1968-9). 

2. In determining the ratios „ all respondents were asked to include only 
that portion of a counselor's time devoted to individual and group 
counseling (time assigned to student activities, registration* placement* 
financial aids, health services* evening counseling, administration, etc*, 
was excluded). All colleges were asked to use the same criteria in report- 
ing the number of day-£v?aded students — p. 2 of Form R-30a as reported to 
the State in the fall of 1968-9, including full-time and part-time active 
day enrollment. 

3* Ten colleges have converted to the quarter system and 75 are on the 

semester plan. Starting this year* separate computations have been made 
for the colleges which are on the quarter system. The range for semester 
colleges is from 1:16? to 1:1221 and for quarter colleges is 1:285 to 
1:840. For semester collages, Q x is 437, the median is 536, and Q3 is 628, 
and for quarter ccllefes Q* is 350, the median is 450, and Q3 is 575* In 
1967-8, the 81 California colleges had a of 423* the median was 534 and 
Q3 was 677. 

4* For the first time, averages were also computed. The 75 semester colleges 
employ 534.81 full-time equivalent day counselors to serve 306,676 day 
graded students resulting in an average of 1:573* The 10 colleges on the 
quarter plan employ 65.60 FTE counselors for 27,670 day graded students 
resulting in an average of 1:422* 

5* Following are the results of supplementary information requested as part of 
the study.

2. In determining the ratios, all respondents were asked to include only 
that portion of a counselor's time devoted to individual and group 
counseling (time assigned to student activities, registration, place- 
ment, financial aids, health services, evening counseling, administr- 
ation, etc., was excluded). All colleges were asked to use the same 
criteria in reporting the number of day graded students -- p. 2 of 
Form R-30a as reported to the State in the fall of 1969-70, including 
full-time and part-time active day enrollment. 

3. Seventy-seven of the 89 California community colleges operate on the 
semester plan and the remaining 12 are on the quarter system. The 
counselor-counselee range for semester colleges is from 1:242 to 1 : 1190. 
For semester colleges, Q-^ is 441, the median is 525, and Qq is 657. 

The range for quarter colleges is 1:270 to 1:735 with a median of 
1:450. (In 1968-9, the 75 California colleges on the semester system 
had a of 437, the median was 536, and Q 3 was 628; on the quarter 
system the median was 450 . ) 

4. The 77 semester colleges employ 595,56 full-time equivalent day 
counselors to serve 336,893 day graded students resulting in an 
average of 1:566 (the 1968-9 average was 1:573). 

The 12 colleges on the quarter plan employ 79.07 FTE counselors for 
32,467 day graded students resulting in an average of 1:411 (up from

from 334,354 last year -- up 1 Q . 5% ! The University of California 
reported a 7,6% increase (to 106,274 students) and the state colleges 
reported a 6.9% increase (to 227,237 students). 

6# Five "piggyback" questions were included in the counselor-counselee 
study and the findings are as follows: 

a. The majority of community colleges (51%) require that all day 
students consult a counselor prior to registration, however, 47% 
do not require returning students to consult with a counselor. 

b. Most counseling centers (73%) schedule counseling appointments 
yet they also provide intake counselors available for "walk-in" 
counselees; 22% operate exclusively by scheduled appointments; 
and only 5% do not schedule appointments -- the student sees his

c. In the majority of the colleges (54%) all program planning or 
advising is done by professionally trained counselors; 45% supple- 
ment the counseling staff by using instructors, department chairmen, 
or division chairmen; and only 1 college (1%) reports that program 
planning or advising is done by the instructional staff. 

d. Counseling appointments are scheduled for 30 minutes (or 1/2 period) 
in 68% of the colleges; 23 % schedule appointments for 20 minutes; 

3% schedule 1 hour or 1 period appointments; and 6%> use combin- 
ations of 20 or 30 minute time blocks, 

e. The trend continues to move toward full-time counseling assignments. 
In 52% of the colleges counselors devote 100% of their time to 
counseling (including teaching of guidance or orientation classes); 
26% report that counselors teach at least one c- (other than 
guidance or orientation); and 16% state that their counselors have 
the option of teaching (or not teaching) as part of their counseling 
assignment .

SUBJECT: RESULTS OF 1970-71 QUESTIONNAIRE ON COUNSELOR- G0UN5ELEE RATIO 

1. Attached is a. copy of the findings of the sixth annual study of the 

c ounse lor^counselee ratio among 91 California public community colleges, 
(The Directory of the California Public Community Colleges lists 93 
colleges. However, San Diego Evening College has not been included in 
our survey and data on Miramar is incorporated in the San Diego City 
response-) The study is based on fall semester records 0970-71), 

2. In determining the ratios, all respondents were asked to include only 
that portion of a counselor’s time devoted to individual and group 
counseling (time assigned to student activities, registration, placement, 
financial aids, health services, evening counseling, administration, etc,, 
was excluded ) , All colleges were asked to use the same criteria in report- 
ing the number of day graded students *— P, 3 of Form CCAF-130 as reported 
to the State in the fall of 1970-71, including full-time and part-time 
active day enrollment. 

3. Seventy-seven of the 91 California coimnunity colleges operate on the 
semester plan and the remaining 14 are on the quarter system* The 
counselor-counselee range for semester colleges is from 1:223 to 1:1178. 

For semester colleges, is 458, the median is 550, and Qo is 683. The 
range for quarter colleges is 1:370 to 1:1052 with median 1:456, (In 
1969-70, the 77 California colleges on the semester system had a Q] of 
441, the median was 525, and was 657; on the quarter system the median 
was 450. ) 

4* The 77 semester colleges employ 637,95 full-time equivalent day counselors 
to serve 378,959 day graded students resulting in an average of 1:594 
(the 1969-70 average was 1:566), 

The 14 colleges on the quarter plan employ 90.28 FTE counselors for 
41331 day graded students resulting in an average of 1:458 (47 higher 
than the 1:411 average reported last year), 

5. The total number of students in day graded classes increased to 420,290 

from 369,360 last year -- up 13,79%! Last year the Increase was up 10 c %.

6, Three piggyback" questions were included in the counselor-counselee study 
and the findings are as follows: 

a* Seventy “seven (85%) of the 91 California public community colleges 
operate on the semester plan and 14 (15%) are on the quarter plan. 

Last year there were 77 semester colleges and 12 quarter colleges for 
a total of 89, 

b. In an attempt to ascertain the extent of the trend to employ 

para-pr of ess lonalg in the student personnel area, respondents were 
asked whether or not they were now employing or considering employing 
classified personnel next year in the categories listed below, 

Eighty- three colleges (92%) indicated that they were using or next 
year planned to use para-professionals,

columns . 

e, Sixty-seven colleges (74%) responded to the question pertaining to 

total payroll costs for counselors or educational advisors (excluding 
Dean* clerks, travel, supplies, etc.) in the previous school year. 
Counselor cost including day, summer, and evening and/or adult 
educational counseling was then divided by total ADA for 1969-70 to 
ascertain the unit counselor cost per ADA. The 8 quarter colleges 
reported a range from $8.32 to $43.00 with an average cost of $28.80, 
The 67 semester colleges reported a range from $14.13 to $53,33 with 
an average cost of $27.95. The average counselor cost per ADA for the 
67 respondents was $28. 05-
